In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution, 
the  Board  of  Direction  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  its  Fifty-third  Annual  Report. 

Our  institution,  in  common  with  all  others,  has  felt  the 
influence  of  the  severe  panic  that  prevailed  throughout  the 
country  during  the  past  year,  causing  the  failure  of  many 
old  business  Arms,  and  consequently  throwing*  thousands 
out  of  employment;  but,  notwithstanding  which,  we  are  able 
to  report  satisfactory  progress. 

I -BUILDING. 

During  the  past  year  the  Trustees  of  the  Clinton  Hall 
Association  have  caused  the  exterior  of  the  building  to 
be  thoroughly  painted  and  repaired;  the  Library  Room 
has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  re-painted,  in  order  to  do 
which  your  Board  ordered  it  to  be  closed  from  August  15th 
to  September  1st. 

The  necessitv  for  more  shelf  room  increases  from  year  to 
year;  in  fact  our  present  accommodations  are  totally  inade¬ 
quate  for  our  wants.  What  we  need  and  ought  to  have  is 
a  new  fire-proof  building,  with  all  the  necessary  shelf  room 
and  accommodations  for  cataloguing,  binding,  repairing 
and  covering  the  books  of  the  Library. 


G  Mercantile  Library. 

Your  attention  lias  been  called  to  this  matter  from  year 
to  year,  but  as  yet  nothing  has  been  done,  and  will  not,  un¬ 
less  each  and  every  member  of  the  Association  shall  come 
forward  and  assist  us,  and  influence  their  friends  to  do  the 
same.  Accident  may,  in  a  few  short  hours,  destroy  the 
work  of  more  than  half  a  century.  Without  the  assistance 
of  the  friends  of  the  institution  we  are*  powerless  to  act; 
with  it  we  can,  in  a  short  time,  place  the  Mercantile 
Library  Association  of  this  city  in  the  position  to  which  it 
belongs,  that  of  being  the  first  and  best  in  the  United 
States. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  we  ask  the  assistance  of  every 
member  and  friend  of  the  Association. 

II. -MANAGEMENT. 

1.  Executive  Force. 

The  total  number  of  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Library 
is  10. 

When  you  take  into  consideration  the  great  number  of 
books  delivered  and  received  over  our  counters,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  books  handled  in  the  cataloguing  and  repairing 
rooms,  and€he  numerous  accounts  kept  both  of  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  books  loaned,  this  force  is  very  limited,  yet  the 
work  is  quickly  and  accurately  done. 

We  believe  there  is  no  other  Library  in  America  where 
so  much  work  is  done,  in  such  a  satisfactory  manner,  as  is 
done  by  the  small  force  employed  by  this  Library. 

Your  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  testify  to  the  cheer¬ 
fulness,  fidelity,  zeal  and  efficiency  with  which  every  one 
connected  with  the  several  departments  of  the  Library 
has  discharged  their  various  duties. 

In  August  last  Mr.  Geo.  J.  Schermerhorn  resigned  his 
position  as  Librarian  to  engage  in  the  practice  of  Law,  and 
vour  Board  appointed  Mr.  William  T.  Peoples  to  fill  the 
position,  which  he  has  done  with  great  credit  to  himself 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 
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This  is  the  only  change  made  in  our  force,  which  is 
worthy  of  mention. 

The  Library  has  been  open  for  use  292  days  during  the 
year,  being  every  day  in  the  year  except  Sundays,  legal 
holidays,  and  the  time  it  was  closed  for  repairs  and  cleaning. 

The  reading  room  has  been  kept  open  every  day  except 
on  le^al  holidays. 

o  1/ 

On  the  12th  of  May,  1872,  the  Reading  Room  was  opened 
for  the  first  time  on  Sundays,  for  the  benefit  of  clerks,  who 
on  such  days  are  exposed  to  the  many  trials  and  tempta¬ 
tions  incident  to  city  life,  for  the  want  of  proper  and  pleas¬ 
ant  places  to  spend  their  leisure  hours.  At  that  time  it 
was  confidently  believed,  that  a  large  number  would  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege  so  generously  extended  to 
them. 

After  a  trial  of  two  years  we  find  that  but  very  few  of 
those,  for  whose  benefit  it  was  intended  have  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  the  privilege,  and  in  our  judgment  it  has  proved 
a  failure. 

The  attendance  has  been  by  men  of  middle  age,  and  not 
by  young  clerks,  and  any  one  taking  the  trouble  to  call 
will  see  the  same  familiar  faces  in  the  Reading  Room  on 
every  Sunday  during  the  year,  though  they  number  but 
few.  The  average  attendance  has  been  97  out  of  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  10,800,  showing  attendance  of  less  than  one 
per  cent. 

2.  Liberty  Street  and  Yorkville  Branches. 

The  business  of  the  Liberty  Street  Branch  has  been  very 
satisfactory  during  the  past  year.  The  books  of  this  branch 
are  changed  from  time  to  time,  thus  giving  all  members, 
who  use  this  branch,  all  the  advantages  of  the  main  Li¬ 
brary.  The  total  number  of  volumes  circulated  has  been 
44,576. 

The  receipts  of  the  Yorkville  Branch,  having  dwindled 
down  to  a  mere  nominal  amount,  your  Board  deemed  it 
expedient  to  close  it,  and  accordingly  ordered  it  to  be 
done. 
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3.  Norwalk  Branch. 

The  Norwalk  Branch  having  become  a  source  of  expense, 
and  many  complaints  having  been  made  as  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  it,  the  agent  not  being  under  our  supervision  and 
control,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  close  it,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  it  was  ordered  by  your  Board. 

4.  Book  Delivery. 

This  department  of  the  Library,  although  a  great  con¬ 
venience  to  a  few  of  the  members  of  the  Library,  became  a 
source  of  expense  instead  of  profit  to  the  Association,  so 
much  so  that  the  Board  ordered  it  to  be  discontinued  on 
and  after  October  1st,  1873. 

The  horse  was  sold  for  $150,  and  the  wagon  and  harness 
for  $162.50,  and  the  proceeds  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the 
Association.

6.  Beading  Boom. 

This  continues  to  increase  in  popularity  from  year  to 
year,  and  is  daily  resorted  to  by  a  large  number  of  our 
members,  and  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  it  as  at¬ 
tractive  as  possible,  not  only  as  regards  the  collection  of 
newspapers  and  magazines,  but  also  in  its  furniture  and 
appointments. 
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The  number  of  newspapers  now  kept  regularly  on  file 
here  is  235,  and  the  number  of  magazines  is  105. 

7.  Bindery. 

The  Bindery,  which  was  established  in  1871,  continues 
to  work  satisfactorily  and  economically. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  passed  through  the 
hands  of  the  binder  and  his  assistants  7,977  volumes,  of 
which  1,787  were  bought  in  paper  covers  and  newly  bound. 
The  balance,  G,190  volumes,  were  old  books,  repaired  and 
re-bound  Besides  these,  74,778  volumes  have  been  fur¬ 
nished  with  new  paper  covers. 

The  cost  of  binding  and  repairing  7,977  volumes  at  the 
prices  formerly  paid  by  the  Association  to  outside  binders

8.  Magazine  Department. 

This  department,  through  which  are  loaned  to  our  mem¬ 
bers  the  monthly  and  quarterly  magazines  and  reviews,  still 
continues  very  popular. 

No  effort  has  been  spared  to  increase  its  usefulness,  and 
it  is  believed  the  list  presented  to  our  members  embraces 
nearly  every  popular  publication  of  this  kind  issued  in  the 
United  States  or  England.  The  total  number  circulated 
during  the  year  lias  been  6,839. 

Ill, -BOOKS. 

The  number  of  volumes,  exclusive  of  pamphlets,  now  in 
the  Library  is  147,578;  an  increase  during  the  year  of  4,305 
volumes.  We  have  sold  during  the  year  818  duplicate  and 
332  imperfect  books,  making  1,150  volumes,  so  that  the 
gross  total  of  our  accessions  has  been  5,455  volumes.  Of 
these  4,949  were  acquired  by  purchase  and  506  by  dona¬ 
tion.  Of  the  volumes  purchased  3,315  were  paid  for  by 
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the  funds  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  and  1,634 
by  the  funds  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Association. 

2.  Duplicate  Books. 

In  consequence  of  having  discontinued  all  of  the  out  of 
town  branches,  the  number  of  volumes  in  this  department 
has  been  increased.  During  the  year  818  volumes  have 
been  sold,  and  the  amount  received  from  such  sales  was 
$448,64. 

3.  Donations. 

We  are  under  obligations  to  the  many  warm  friends  of 
the  Library  for  the  donation  of  numerous  books  and 
pamphlets,  wdiich  in  every  case  have  been  duly  acknowl¬ 
edged  at  the  time  they  were  received.  Especially  are  we 
indebted  to  the  Hon.  Henry  E.  Davies  for  a  donation  of 
250  volumes,  consisting  of  United  States,  State  and  City 
documents,  and  for  professional  services  gratuitously  ren¬ 
dered  to  the  Association,  during  the  past  year;  to  Hon. 
Boscoe  Conkling  for  complete  sets  of  the  Congressional 
Globe;  also,  to  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  of 
the  National  and  State  Governments  for  valuable  public 
documents.  A  list  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

IV.— CIRCULATION. 

The  circulation  of  our  books  falls  below  that  of  last  year. 
This  decrease  is  due  to  several  reasons:  1st,  the  closing  of 
the  Out-of-town  Branches;  2d,  the  closing  of  the  Library  for 
repairs,  and,  last  but  not  least,  to  the  universal  depression 
that  has  prevailed  in  every  branch  of  business  during  the 
past  year  in  consequence  of  the  same. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  was  204,632,  of 
which  154,265  were  delivered  at  the  Main  Library,  44,576 
at  the  Liberty  Street  or  Down-town .  Branch,  and  at  the 
residences  of  members  5,791.  The  daily  average  circula¬ 
tion  was  654  volumes. 

The  largest  daily  circulation  was  on  the  24th  of  January 
last,  when  1,343  volumes  were  delivered.  The  smallest 
daily  circulation  was  332  on  the  23d  of  April  last. 
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The  circulation  of  books  in  foreign  languages  has  been 
15,598  during  the  past  year,  as  against  17,155  the  previous 
year. 

V.-CATALOGUE. 

The  current  cataloguing  work  of  the  Library  has  been 
kept  up  as  usual. 

It  will  not  be  long  before  we  shall  be  under  the  necessity 
of  issuing  a  new  catalogue,  and  when  it  is  done,  the  plan 
which  has  heretofore  been  recommended  to  you  of  using 
one  alphabet  instead  of  two,  for  cataloguing,  should  be 
adopted,  as  it  has  been  in  general  use  in  nearly  all  the 
libraries  throughout  the  country,  and  seems  to  be  the  best.

2.  Honorary  Members. 

During  the  year,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  your  Board, 
two  Honorary  Members  of  the  Association  have  been 
elected,  viz:  Gen’l  Alexander  S.  Webb,  President  of  the 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  M.  C.  D.  Bor¬ 
den,  of  the  firm  of  Low,  Harriman  &  Co.  Mr.  Borden  was 
for  a  number  years  connected  with  the  administration  of 
the  Library,  and  was  one  of  its  most  energetic  and  efficient 
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officers,  and  lias  always  endeavored  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  Library  by  the  free  use  of  his  time  and  means. 

Providence  has  removed  two  of  our  Honorary  Members 
during  the  past  year,  viz:  Gardiner  Spring,  D.  D.,  who  for 
more  than  half  a  centurv  was  the  Pastor  of  the  Brick 
Church,  of  this  City,  and  David  Hoadley,  who  for  many 
years  was  President  of  the  Panama  Bailroad  Co. 


VII.— FINANCE. 

The  total  income  of  the  Association  for  the  vear  was 

%/ 

$35,980.67.  The  total  expenditures  for  the  year  have  been 
$35,754.57,  of  which  $25,580.49  was  used  for  salaries,  rent, 
fixtures,  printing,  stationery,  gas,  insurance  and  running 
expenses,  and  the  balance,  $10,174.08  for  books  and  peri¬ 
odicals.  The  amount  of  $391.19,  wdiicli  this  Association 
had  on  deposit  with  the  Stuyvesant  Bank  at  the  time  it 
failed,  over  two  years  since,  has  not  been  recovered  as 
yet,  and  it  is  very  doubtful,  if  we  receive  anything,  as  litiga¬ 
tion  and  expenses  bid  fair  to  consume  what  little  there  is 
in  the  receiver’s  hands. 

VIII -BOARD  OF  DIRECTION. 

On  the  2d  of  June,  Mr.  William  T.  Peoples  resigned  the 
position  of  Director,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Timpson,  with  the  Con¬ 
tinental  Bank  of  this  City,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
On  the  1st  of  August,  Mr.  James  Bruce,  Jr.,  resigned  the 
position  of  Director  and  Mr.  Charles  C.  Hough,  with  H.  B. 
Claflin  &  Co.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  On  the  24th 
of  November  Mr.  Peter  Yoorhis  resigned  his  position  as 
President  of  the  Board  of  Direction;  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Arthur 
was  elected  to  fill  the  position  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term,  and  Mr.  Chas.  C.  Hough  was  elected  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  promotion  of  the 
late  incumbent.  Mr.  Wm.  H  Guion,  Jr.,  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  in  the  Two  Year  Term,  occasioned  by  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Mr.  Yoorhis,  and  Mr.  John  C.  Palmer  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  One  Year  Term.

The  books  purchased  by  Clinton  Hall  Association  are  of  the  first- 
class,  mostly  imported  from  Europe,  costing  on  an  average  of  three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  volume.  These  books  greatly  improve  the 
Library,  and  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  if  the  present  policy  be  persued  for 
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a  period  of  twenty  years,  tliat  the  Mercantile  Library  will  occupy  a 
position  second  to  none  in  this  country.  This  fact  will  be  gratifying 
to  the  few  who  remember  the  Library  in  its  infancy. 

The  contingent  fund  for  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof  building  amounts 
to  §41,132.52.  This  will  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  Library, 
who  look  forward  to  the  time,  when  this  most  valuable  institution  wjll 
be  protected  by  a  fire-proof  building.  To  attempt  to  erect  such  a  build¬ 
ing  with  our  present  means  at  this  -time  would  be  dangerous  in  the  ex¬ 
treme.  It  could  only  be  accomplished  by  incurring  a  large  debt,  with¬ 
out  any  immediate  prospect  of  payment.  The  institution  is  now  out 
of  debt,  and  with  a  rental  of  nineteen  thousand  dollars,  and  ought  not 
to  change  its  position  except  it  be  for  the  better. 

The  Trustees  are  not  without  hope  that  some  one  of  our  prominent 
merchants,  whose  fortunes  have  been  made  in  this  city,  and  who  are 
desirous  of  associating  their  name  with  an  institution  connected  with 
the  commerce  of  the  city,  will,  in  their  own  time,  donate  to  Clinton 
Hall  Association,  lots  suitably  situated  for  the  erection  of  a  building 
that  will  be  an  ornament  to  the  City,  and  a  monument  of  the  liberality 
of  the  merchants  of  New  York.
